The story of how three calves lost 
twenty pounds In weight in twenty-five 
minutes while crossing from Kentucky 
to Indiana and how when re-welghed 
about one half minute later the three 
calves put on again the twenty pounds 
they had lost Is told by Mr. G. P. 
Heath, Presideut of the Trimble Coun- 
ty Farm Bureau, Trimble county. Ken- 
tucky. 

A general complain has been going 
throughout the country on the weights 
the farmers received on their live- 
stock at the hands of the Pearl Pack- 
ing Company, better known as "Yonk- 
cr's Place." The matter was reported 
to the State Farm Bureau Federation, 
Lexington, Ky., and that organization 
to the State Farm Bureau Federation, 
and brought about the Investigation 
reported by Mr. Heath In the follow- 
ing statement: 

"On May 19th, 1 received a letter 
from Geoffrey Morgan. Lexington, Ky., 
Secretary of the State Farm Bureau, 
with a copy of another letter enclosed 
from Mr. H. C. Reld of the Indiana 
Federation of Farmers' Associations, 
of Indianapolis, Ind., asking him to 
meet the Scale Inspector at Madison 
on Monday night, May 24th. On ac- 
count of previous engagements Mr. 
Morgan could not meet him and asked 
me to represent him, also to make ar- 
rangements for some stock to be 
weighed, which together with Secre- 
tary J. L. Luckett. I did. 

"After meeting the Inspector. Mr. 
White, of ShelbyvlUe, Ind., he suggest- 
ed that he come to the Kentucky side 
Tuesday ninnilng and test a scale on 
which to weight three calves being 
hauled by the Bedford Tru.-k consign- 
ed by M. R. Sanders. M. T. Fisher and 
Theodore Persell to the Pearl Packing 
Co. Mr. White came to the Kentucky 
side and tested the scale of J. P. 
Strother, weighed the I abovo men- 
tioned calves, loaded same back In the 
truck, and (ollowed them to the Pearl 
Packing Company's scale, where they 
were w«lghed twenty-five minutes 
later by Gus Yonker In person. Imme- 
diately after the calves had been 
weighed and the tickets for same Is- 
sued, Mr. White, the Indiana Scale. 
Weight and Measure Inspector who 
was waiting Just on the outside, wnlk- 
ed In and called for the tickets and 
when examined found them to be twen- 
ty pounds short. 

"Mr. White demanded that the calves 
be re-weighed, without testing or 
changing the scale In any way. The 
alves wero driven back on the scali 
and re-welghed by Mr. White, weigh- 
ing exactly what they did twenty-five 
minutes previous on J. P. Strother's 
scales at Milton, Ky. Mr. Y'onker's only 
defense was that all live stock deal 
crs bought by up weight and ordered 
Mr. White to change the tickets to 
correspond with his weights. 

The result of this one short wolght 
of twenty pounds meant In dollars and 
cents a loss of $2 to the farmer. Those 
who are familiar with the volume of 
business done by this company can 
readily see from this shortage what 
the losses might mean to the farmer 
during a period of twelve months 

"The Farm Bureaus throughout the 
country are conducting these Investi- 
gations and Intend to continue. AH 
the (armer ask is a square deal (rom 
tho Pearl Packing Company, or any 
other company "

Petitions containing more than one 
thousand names o( citizens in Camp- 
bell, Bracken, Pendleton and Mason 
counties wero died with the State Rail- 
road Commission at Frank(ort Thurs- 
day asking that the C. & O. railroad 
company be required to reinstate lo- 
cal passenger trains No. 16 and 17 be- 
tween Maysville and Cincinnati daily. 

It will be remembered that these 
trains were discontinued between this 
city and Cincinnati during the war. 
At present the trains run between this 
city and Huntington but upon arrival 
here In the morning the train remains 
in the local yards returning on Its 
eastward trip at 2 o'clock in the after- 
noon. 

Persons residing between Maysville 
and Cincinnati contend that they have 
been greatly handicapped by the re- 
moval of those trains In that they have 
no train between Maysville and Cin- 
cinnati from the Maysville accommo- 
dation in the early morning until lute 
in the afternoon. 

The discontinuance of these two 
trains has greatly handicapped the 
merchants and residents of Maysville, 
all of whom would be glad to see a 
local train for Cincinnati In the middle 
of the morning and a local train re- 
turning from Cincinnati about supper 
time, as these trains ran before the 
war. The Railroad Commission has 
taken no action on the petition.

Field Worker W. J. Vaughn Uien 
spoke to the subject "What the State 
Association is Doing to Meet the Sun- 
day School Needs." Some facts given 
by htm will be of interest to all Sun- 
day school people. They follow: 
The State Association: 
Promoter the Go-To-Sunday-School 
ampaign In which there was an in- 
crease from 600,000 to 800,000 In the 
attendance from that of last year, and 
an lucrease of over 100,000 In the av- 
erage attendance on the Sundays fol- 
lowing Go-To-Sunday-School-Day. 

Conducted one "School of Methods" 
of five days duration In the city of 
Louisville. 

Held five "Efficiency Conference: 
for county officers and departmental 
superintendents. 
Conducted twelve Home visitations. 
Conducted twelve country-wide con- 
ferences for "Older Boys and Girls." 

One arid ninety-one towns were vis- 
ited by the state workers' staff. 

A circulating library Installed at the 
stato office. This library consists of 
the most up-to-date works on the Sun- 
day school and Is doing until good 
throughout the state. 

Two hundred and eight county and 
district conventions have been held 
with 86,000 in attendance. 

One thousand one hundred and six 
volunteer workers, many giving much 
time from their regular work, have 
been In the field. 

Sixteen thousand six hundred per- 
sonal letters have ben sent out from 
state headquarters, 127,000 circular 
letters have been sent. 

Thirty-three thousand copies of the 
Kentucky Sunday School Reporter 
have been issued. 

At the conclusion of Mr. Vaughn's 
address the president announced a 
committee on Resolutions and one on 
Nominations. The convention then ad- 
journed for dinner. 

Promptly at the hour the convention 
was called to order for the afternoon 
session. Rev. W. D. Welburn conduct- 
id the devotions which consisted in the 
singing of "Trust and Obey;" reading 
the sixth of Deuteronomy by Rev. Wel- 
burn; the singing of a pretty duet by- 
Rev, and Mrs. Welburn, and the .offer- 
ing of prayer by Rev. Dr. Barbour. A 
beautiful and Impressive trio "If I 
were a Voice" was then sung my Rev. 
Welburn, wife and daughter. 

The president then introduced Miss 
Wallace, superintendent of the Hill- 
dale school, who told of the splendid 
work being done In that community by 
the Sunday school. She expressed her 
appreciation for the help given by the 
city schools, and especially by the 
ministers of the city not one of whom 
had ever refused to answer any call 
for their services to the school and 
community. Incidentally she told the 
reason for the change from the old 
name Plugtown to that of llilldale 
winch all will agree is more appro- 
priate, especiall after attending such 
a line convention on the beautiful hill- 
side and looking to the dale below. 
Then It is iu keeping with the new 
spirit of the community cultivated by 
the Sunday school. In closing her re- 
marks Miss Wallace referred to her 
own early training wjier the 'eachlng 
of Mr. J. J. Wood, possibly the oldest 
person present.

TUCKTS SUPPORT 

Kentucky Congressman Tells Repub- 
lican Candidate That Kentucky 
Will Stand By Him. 

Marlon, O., July 22.— John W. Lang- 
ley, member of Congress from the 
Tenth Kentucky district, called on 
Senator Harding Tuesday afternoon 
and gave him assurance that Kentucky 
will roll up a Republican plurality in 
November both for President and Unit- 
ed States Senator. 

"Kentucky wants a change In the 
national administration at Washington 
and will do her full part In giving the 
country a Republican President," said 
Congressman Langley to newspaper 
men following his visit with Mr. Hard- 
ing. 

"It was a disappointment to many 
Kentucky Democrats for Cox to go to 
the White House and come away with 
the statement that he Is In full accord 
with the Wllsonlan Democracy. I sup- 
pose Cox must go along with Wilson, 
as the Wilson cabinet members have 
been required to do to get along with 
their chief. Neither Kentucky Repub- 
licans nor Democrats will swallow 
Article X., although that seems to be 
what Co* Is now willing to do since his 
White House conference.
